_conftant Troubles, Dangers and Fati- 
gues attend it! How deplorable is it 


to behold the daily Ravages we are 
oblig’d to make! Who would not be. 
mov’d with the Tears and Lamenta- 
tions of the miferable? A free People, 
furrounded with potent Neighbours, 
mult indeed and ought to be brave, and 


‘military, perfectly vets’d in Arms, e¢1- 


ther for their own ‘Defence, or to affift 
their injur’d Allies. Nor is there any 
Name more great and noble than that 
ofa Soldier ; but then he muft be one, 
who, like the Ancient Heroes, makes 
it his Bufinefs to deftroy Monfters, affitt.

Carolina is a Province of the Exglifh 

America, joining on the North-Eatt to 
Virginia, between 36 and 29 Degrees 
North Latitude. Itis divided into two 
Governments, commonly call?d North 


and South Carolina. North Carolina joins _ 


to Virginia, and that Part thereof now 
inhabited by the Exglifb, lies between 
35 and 36 Degrees N. Latitude. The 


Parts of South Carolina, now pol- 


fefs'd by the Exglifb, lie between 32 


-and 33 Degrees IN. Latitude, and a- 


bout 60 Degrees Longitude, Wett from 


the Lands-End of England. 


Between the fame Parallels with South 
Carolina, lie fome of the moft fertile 
Countries in the World, as fome Parts 
of the Coaft of Barbary, all the middle 


‘Part of China, from the middle to the 


South Parts of Fapam, thofe Countries of 
India about Lahore, the beft part of 
Perfia, Egypt and Syria. i 

Carolina is in general a plain cham- 
pain Country, having no confiderable 
Hilis for the Space of 1000 Miles toge- 
ther along the Coaft, within 100 Miles 
of the Sea, There are, however, al- 
moft every where, Rifings or gentle Af- 
cents, from. 5 Foot to 50, 60, OF 70, 
aS ae a above 
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above the Level of the higheft Tide. 
. Behind thefe vaft champain Countries 
lies a high Ridge of Mountains, which 
beginning in the Lat. of 34, 90 or 100 
Miles to the Eaftward of the Mififipz, 
run almoft parallel with the Sea-coait, 
behind all Florida, both the Carolinas, 
Virginia and Maryland.

at prefent; fo that the civil Rights of 
Englifomen, together witha jult, impar- 
tial, and intire Liberty of Confcience, 
are as firmly fecured to the Inhabitants 
of this Province, as ACts of the general 

Affembly can makethem. 
The known Laws among us are the 
Meafure and Bounds of Power. The 
highelt in Authority cannot legally op- 
prefs or infult the .meaneft. Fines, 
Imprifonments, Death, or other Puniih- 
ments, are not left to the arbitrary De- 
cifions of the Governours and Judges, 
but are nicely and particularly preferi- 
bed by the Laws. Thofe who are in- 
trufted with the Executive Part of the. 
Government, are obliged to know their 
Bounds; fo far they may go and no 
further. It is not here as in thofe 
Countries where Slavery is fixed, and 
ftrugling with the Chains rivets them 
the fafter, But Liberty is fo well 
and legally eftablifhed, that whate- 
ver Mifmanagements may be occafiomd 
from. thofe who have the Admintitra- 
tion, while a Senfe of Freedom remains, 
the Vigour of the -Confticution will 
throw off thefe politick Difeafes, and 
reltore the Publick to a State of Health.

It is not 
here asin Exg/and, where an ordinary 
Mechanic thinks himfelf too good to 
be a Soldier. Every one among ts is 
verfed in Arms, from the Governour to 
the meaneft Servant, and are all fo far 
from thinking it below them, that moft 
People take Delight in military Affairs, 
and think no body fo fit to defend their 
Properties as themfelves. We have the 
fame Opinion of Arms as the Romaus, 
and other free People, generally had, 
and believe them to be beft intrufted 
site thofe- who have the greateft Inte-: 
reft. ; 
There are likewife enrolled in our 
Militia, a confiderable Number. of 
active, able, Negro Slaves; and the 
Law gives every one of thofe his Free- 
dom, whoin the Time of an Invafion,

Befides thefe Forces, Exglifh Officers 
are appointed over the Indians with

fhould make any Attempt upon Caroli- 
na, they might have Reafon to repent

The Arms which every one is obli- 
ged to have, and bring into the Field, 
are a good Fufee, carrying a Bullet of 
about 18 to the Pound, a Cartridge- 
box, fo waxt as to keep out all Water, 
with at leaft 16 Cartridges, a Sword, 
oF Cutlafs, Worm, Picker, {pare Flints, 
ST Ceo 

The Inhabitants of Carolina, efpeci- 
ally thofe born there, are dextrous and 
expert in the Ufe of Fire-Arms. If re- 
gular Troops excel in performing the 
Poftures, this Militia is much fuperiour 
in making a trueShot. The Habit of 
Shooting fo very well is acquir’d by the 
frequent Purfuit of Game in the Forefts. 

We haveno regular Troops in Caro- 
lina, except a very. fewinthe Fort, and 
Sentinels in feveral Places along the 
Coaft. Upon any Allarm, there are 
proper, Officers appointed to lead a cer- 
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tain Body of Militia into thofe Forts 
where they may be moft ufeful. And 
as we have no regular Troops, for ma- 
ny Reafons we defire none. A Planter 
who keeps his Body fit for Service, by 
Adtion and a regular Life, is doubtlefs a 
better Soldier, upon Occafion, than a 
Company of raw Fellows railed in Eng- 
land, whofe Spirits and Vigour are foon 
pall’d by an idle, effeminate Life, in a 
warm Climate. And the fame Charges 
that would tranfport two or three Com- 
panies of regular Troops hither, to ferve 
as Soldiers, would fend ths fame Number 
of Men, and enable them to fettle as 
Planters, who, by their Induftry, would 
add tothe Improvement and Trade of 
the Province, and be equally ferviceable 


for its Defence. 
Since the Beginning of this War we Fs. 


have exerted our felves very much in 
Defence of the Colony, having fortified 
Charleftown with ftrong and regular 
Works, and erected another Fort upon a 
Point of Land, at the Mouth of Abe 
River, which commands the Channel fo 
well, that Ships can’c eafily pafsit, when 
compleatly finifhed, and furnifhed with 
large Guns. We have likewife been at 
preat Expences in providing neceflary 

Supplies of Arms and Ammunition. 
Befides this, there have been underta- :

Thefe Expedisions. have :added very 
much to our Sevength and Safety; Firft, 
by reducing the Spawé{b Powerin Ploréda 
fo low, that theyare alecogerber umcapable 
of ever burting ug; thea by training our 
Tudian SubjeCts in the Ule of Arms,. and 
Knowledge of War, which would be of 
great Service to us, in cafe of any Inva- 
lion. from. an Enemy ; and, what is yet 
more, confiderable, by. drawing over, to 
our:Side, or deftroying, all the Indians, 
within 
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within 700 Miles' of Charleftown. This 
makes it impracticable for any Evropean 
Nation to fettle on that Coalt, otherwife 
than as Subjects to the Crown of Great 
Britain ; becaufe we are capable of gi- 
ving them fuch continual Moleftation, 
by thé Incurfions of our Savages, that 
they could not eafily fubfift, or venture 
to make any Improvement. 

The Charges of thefe Fortifications 


and Expeditions, though very neceflary, pusiic 
were yet foconfiderable, that they crea- °”4 


ted fome Uneafinefs, and the Affembly 
finding it was in vain to ftrugele with 
the Difficulty, by raifing annual Taxes, 
which could not have been levied foon e- 
nough to anfwer the prefent Exigency, 
they concluded to ftamp Bills of Credit,at 
-firft for about 6000 Pounds, and having 
had Experience of them, about rococo 
Pounds more fince. 

By the Laws that eftablifh the Bills 
of Credit, their Currency is fecur’d. To 
profter any Payment with them is a Ten- 
der in Law, fo that if che Creditor refufe 
to take them, he lofeth his Money, and 
the Debtor is difcharg’d from the Minute 
of the Refufal. But we have no Inftance 
of that Kind, the Funds upon which they 
are made being fo good, that they pals 
in all Payments without any Demur or 
DiflatisfaCtion.

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After the Bills were numbred, inden- 
ted, fign’dand feal’d, they were given to 
the Treafurer, together with a Schedule 
of all Debts due from the Public, which 
he immediately difcharg’d with them. 
Three Commiffioners are appointed by 
the Affembly to examine the Treafurer’s 
Books weekly, and to fee that {uch Bills, 
lying in his Hands, be cancell’d, which 
the neceflary Expences of the Publicdo 
not require to be ufed. . 

Our Bills of Credit were at firft made 
to run with 12 per Cent. Intereft ; but 
- upon making the fecond Parcel, the A{- 
» fembly was fenfible of the great Inconve- 
-— mience of that Method. For it not only 
made the Currency more difficult, by 
reafon of the Endorfements, and compu- 
ting the Times they had lain in the 
Treafury ; but gave the Treafurer like- 
wife an Opportunity of injuring the Pub- 
lic, by giving Credit for what Time he 
thought fit, as often as they came into 
his Hands. . Belides, the Intereft gave 
Encouragement to People to hoard them, 
which was a common Prejudice, by 
keeping fo great a Part of the Cafh from 
circulating in Trade. And ftaftly, this 
devouring Intereft was fuch aconftant 
Addition to the public Debr, that, if 
continued, it would have made it impof- 
fible to fink ‘the Bills in any reafonable 
Time, unlefs by troublefome Taxes.

There are very few European Servants, 
and thefe are treated with as much Gen- 
tlenefs as any where in the World, being 
feldom put to other Employments than 
to exercife fome Trade, overfeea Plan- 
tation, or to carry Goods to Market ;

by Slaves. And upon the Expiration of 
four Years, they who came Servants, are 
as free in all Refpe€ts, and as much en- 
tituled to the Privileges of the Country, 
as.any other Inhabitants whatfoever. — 

By many Acts of the General Affem- 
bly, all foreign Proteftants, of what De- 
nomination foever, are made Denizens 
within three Months after their Arrival, 
and no other Qualification requir’d than 
to go before forme Magiftrate, and take 
the Oath of Allegiance, by which the 
Perfon is naturalized to all Intents and

good Chriftians, to hear that Religion 
and Piety have increas’d and flourifhed 
among us, in good Meafure ; the La- 
bours of fome reverend Perfons, who 
have exerted themfelves in the Service of 
their great Matter, having been blefs’d 
with very defireable Succefs ; which be- 
fides the Advantages in refpect toa fu- 
ture Life, has alfo greatly contributed to 
the Good of the Society, by refining

There are eight Minifters of the 
Church of England, three French Prote- 
ftant Congregations, whereof two of 
their Minifters are lately profelyted to 
the Church, five of Britifh Presbyteri- 
ans, one of Anabaptifts, and a fmall 
one of Quakers.

South Carolina may be made ufeful to 
Great Britain, if the Lords Commiffio- 
mers of Trade, would pleafe to concert 
Meafures for fending hither all, or at leaft 
fome of the moft neceflary Commodities 
which the Country is capable of produ- 
cing.
